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INTRODUCTION  BY  THE  EDITOR 
Harry  E.  Salyards 


What  drives  the  urge  to  collect?  What  is  it  that  fires  the  ambition  of  one  person  to  make  a 
collection  of  particular  objects,  while  the  next  person  stands  by,  politely  disinterested?  Though  those 
questions  go  to  the  heart  of  the  issue  of  WHO  will  make  collections  of  coins  after  we’re  gone,  little 
has  been  written  by  way  of  answering  them.  And  some  of  what  is  written  is  superficial-like,  "the 
reason  there  aren’t  more  collectors  today  is  that  you  can’t  find  a 1909s  V.D.B.  in  circulation,"  or 
some  such;  when  for  99  people  out  of  100,  the  only  reason  to  have  EVER  LOOKED  FOR  that  1909s 
V.D.B.  was  the  prospect  of  getting  something  for  nothing.  But  the  issue  of  "what’s  it  worth?"  is 
the  most  superficial  of  motivations,  the  most  easily  frustrated  and  quickly  played  out.  Something 
more  than  that  is  at  work. 


Dr.  Sheldon  talked  about  the  "Copper  Bug"  in  terms  of  disease— "getting  bit,"  and  so  on-but 
in  a manner  of  pure  ease,  NOT  dis-ease.  Even  one’s  collecting  mistakes  are  seen  with  equanimity; 
the  "bug"  having  gone  dormant,  you  simply  sell  that  particular,  problematic  cent.  The  spirit  is, 
indeed,  one  of  a whimsy.  He  also  implied  that  this  "bug"  is  different  from  whatever  it  is  that 
motivates  collectors  of  other  objects.  In  my  opinion,  that  was  merely  one-upsmanship,  founded  in 
the  fact  that  at  least  some  real  scholarship  had  been  done  in  the  field  of  large  cents,  unlike  all  other 
U.S.  coin  series  at  that  time.  It  also  flattered  his  conception  of  a "science"  of  cent  collecting.  But 
that  real  question  is,  how  does  the  "bug"  work? 

I believe  there  are  two  factors  operating:  serious  fascination  with  what  is  different;  and  the 
urge  to  completion. 

When  I speak  of  serious  fascination,  I mean  the  desire  to  go  behind  and  beyond  the  object 
itself;  mere  awareness  of  a difference  is  not  enough.  The  man  on  the  street  can  see  that  a 1793 
Chain  cent  is  different  from  the  1993  Lincoln  cent  in  his  pocket;  but  his  interest  extends  no  farther 
than  "what’s  it  worth?"  Sure,  it’s  "old";  but  that  may  be  a minus  with  him,  not  a plus,  as  in  "old 
and  dirty."  He’ll  not  seek  the  meaning  of  the  piece:  Why  that  dishevelled  woman.  Why  that  15-link 
chain.  Why  that  fraction  1/100?  Those  are  the  kind  of  questions  collectors  ask,  and  the  urge  to  ask 
them  may  be  inborn,  not  "made"  at  all.  I can  think  of  arguments  on  both  sides  of  the  question,  but 
it’s  perhaps  enough  to  sense  their  inevitable  complexity. 

And  there  is  the  issue  of  completion.  What  makes  a collection  complete?  For  the  person 
who  wants  a 1798  large  cent  to  "fill  that  hole,"  it’s  acquiring  a single  1798.  For  the  person  who 
wants  all  the  die  varieties,  in  multiple  die  states  where  possible,  it  may  mean  a hundred  1798s.  Or 
it  may  mean  an  example  of  each  of  the  major  hair  styles,  date  numeral  styles,  and  so  on.  These  are 
matters  for  individuals  to  decide,  depending  upon  their  resources,  as  well  as  their  reading  of  the 
reference  material  on  the  series.  Chance  also  enters  in;  should  the  rarest  variety  of  a given  year  fall 
into  your  lap,  you  may  feel  a stronger  urge  to  find  all  the  "mere"  R5’s!  There  are  no  "better"  or 
"worse"  ways  to  achieve  "completion,"  either  . . . The  man  who  has  the  56  numbered  varieties  of 
1794s  in  Good  has  one  kind  of  "complete"  collection;  the  man  who  has  one  each  of  a Head  of  ‘93, 
a Head  of  ‘94,  and  a Head  of  ‘95  in  VF-XF  has  another  kind  of  "complete"  collection.  Each  such 
collection  is  a personal  achievement.  Each  deserves  a respectful  examination  by  fellow  collectors. 
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A New  Angle  on  the  Rarity  Ratings:  Cents  of  1801-1807 
and  a Survivorship  Survey

Large-cent  rarity  ratings  have  been  in  use  for  a long  time,  but  in  the  last  few  decades  they  have  become  more  important 
to  many  collectors  due  to  greatly  increased  demand  for  (and  prices  of)  the  coins  involved.  The  ratings  have  also  become 
much  more  objective  and  accurate,  thanks  to  individuals  who  have  spent  years  gathering  and  organizing  information. 
By  1 95  8,  Dr.  William  Sheldon  and  his  associates  had  studied  the  1 794  cents  so  thoroughly  that  rarity  estimates  for  most 
varieties  of  that  date,  as  shown  in  Penny  Whimsy,  have  not  changed  greatly  since.  Refinement  of  rarity  ratings  has  been 
carried  on  to  the  present  day,  but  for  at  least  one  group  of  dates,  serious  problems  have  appeared. 

Penny-Wise  Editor  Harry  E.  Salyards,  in  his  1992  article  Thoughts  on  the  Rarity  Ratings:  Cents  of 1801-1807, 
brought  some  of  these  discrepancies  to  light.  As  he  phrased  it,  "...either  1801-1807  cents  survive  in  a much  smaller 
percentage  of  their  total  mintage  than  the  1 794's,  or  their  population  estimates,  using  current  rarity  ratings,  are  still  WAY 
too  low. " Published  response  was  minimal,  either  because  few  people  understood  the  problem,  or  because  few  collectors 
realized  how  much  they  are  affected  by  this  gap  in  our  knowledge.  Should  you  care?  Next  time  you  are  shopping  for 
rare  cents,  just  think  about  where  rarity-rating  uncertainties  will  hit  you  hardest;  right  in  the  pocketbook! 

Let's  develop  this  problem  further,  just  as  an  experiment,  by  looking  at  some  numbers.  Consider  the  most  reliable 
data  we  have  from  which  to  derive  current  population  estimates  of  the  die  varieties  involved.  These  figures  are  the 
products  of  long  experience  and  research,  and  they're  the  best  foundation  from  which  to  work.  We  know  fairly  well; 

(1)  The  original  mintage  of  cents  dated  1801-07,  which  totaled  10,144,165; 

(2)  The  number  of  known  die  varieties;  72,  and  the  dies  used  to  make  them; 

(3)  The  approximate  relative  numbers  of  survivors,  at  least  for  the  scarce  varieties;  and 

(4)  The  absolute  numbers  of  survivors  of  varieties  above  R5. 

Using  this  data,  let's  go  through  a three-step  process  to  examine  the  rarity  ratings;  (A)  to  use  the  ratios  between  rarity 
ratings  to  determine  the  proportion  of  survivors  represented  by  each  rarity  rating  group  (all  the  Rl's,  all  the  R2's,  and 
so  on),  (B)  to  apply  these  proportions  to  the  original  mintage,  determining  what  proportion  of  the  mintage — and  thus, 
what  absolute  numbers — each  variety  group  composed,  obtaining  an  estimate  of  the  average  mintage  of  each  Rl,  R2, 
and  so  on;  and  (C)  finally,  to  multiply  those  figures  by  an  estimated  percentage  of  the  mintage  still  surviving,  and  obtain 
population  estimates  for  cents  of  each  rarity  rating  for  comparison  with  traditional  numbers. 


(A)  Assuming  that  traditional  rarity  ratings  are  fairly  accurate  in  describing  the  ratio  of  survivors  among  the  different 
varieties,  we  find  (using  traditional  rarity  figures  and  a maximum  of 4000  for  the  RTs)  that  survivors,  grouped  by  rarity 
rating,  are  proportioned  as  follows  (some  figures  are  rounded  in  all  these  tables  for  ease  of  figuring);

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(B)  Now,  let's  take  those  survival  percentages  in  the  last  column,  and  apply  them  to  the  original  mintage,  to 
estimate  the  average  original  mintage  of  each  variety:

(C)  In  order  to  bring  that  right-hand  column  down  to  the  present,  we  need  to  estimate  what  percentage  of  the 
mintage  still  survives.  Here  comes  the  big  problem.  If  we  accept  the  usual  estimate  that  3%  of  the  mintage  still 
exists,  we  obtain  the  following  estimates  of  survivors — but  note  the  last  column  below;  minimum  and  maximum 
populations  so  derived  are  higher  than  the  traditional  ones:

— and  the  total  of  maximum  survivors  is  306,833,  just  about  3%  of  the  mintage. 

The  total  of  maximum  survivors  seems  reasonable,  but  the  proposed  maximum  numbers  for  rare  varieties  do 
not.  There  may  be  some  undiscovered  examples — after  all,  S-234  and  S-268  were  each  considered  R6  not  so  very 
long  ago — but  it's  hard  to  believe  that  so  many  of  the  R5  and  higher  coins  are  out  there  somewhere. 

In  that  case,  let's  re-compute  the  last  table,  on  the  assumption  that  the  numbers  of  the  rare  varieties  are  fairly 
well  known:  a generally,  but  not  absolutely,  safe  assumption.  If  we  limit  the  varieties  of  R5  and  above  to  conven- 
tional numbers,  here  is  how  the  1801-1807  cent  population  looks  (of  course,  this  is  in  part  a re-statement  of  (A) 
above):

—and  the  total  of  maximum  survivors  is  only  1 17,471.  What  proportion  of  the  original  mintage  is  that?  Barely  more 
than  1%!  There  is  the  dilemma,  in  real  numbers.  Survivorship  of  the  1801-07  cents,  if  we  are  to  adhere  to  conventional 
proportions  among  the  rarity  ratings,  is  limited  to  about  1%  (taking  the  conventional  numbers  literally)  or  maybe  1 .5%, 
by  the  maximum  numbers  of  the  rare  varieties — and  even  1.5%  seems  very  low.  However,  we  can  reconcile  things  and 
reach  a more  reasonable  3%  overall  survivorship  figure  if  we  slip  the  reins,  so  to  speak,  on  the  surviving  proportions 
(hence,  numbers)  of  the  lower-raritv  varieties.  We  are  then  saying  that  we  know  about  most  of  the  rare  coins,  but  some 
of  those  common  varieties  must  exist  in  very  large  numbers.  I think  that  this  is  the  case.  In  particular,  I believe  that  there 
are  some  "super-Rl's"  around  which  dominate  the  survivors  of  each  year's  coinage. 

These  "super-Rl's,"  for  which  we  presently  have  no  official  rarity  name,  are  found  in  junk  stores,  antique  malls,  flea 
markets,  and  low-grade  coin  accumulations  all  across  the  country,  and  they  show  up  in  the  stocks  of  general  coin  dealers 
everywhere.  How  many  S-216's  and  S-224's  have  we  seen?  How  many  S-232's  and  S-258's  and  S-260's?  How  many 
S-273's  and  S-276's?  I believe  that  a great  many  more  of  these  varieties,  and  others,  exist  than  the  traditional  R1 
maximum  of 4000  or  so . The  trouble  is  that  there's  no  definite  data  on  the  proportions  (let  alone  the  numbers)  of  surv'ivors 
of  common  varieties.  Absolute  numbers  we  can't  examine  yet,  but  the  above  system  of  approaching  the  problem  could 
help  estimate  the  numbers  if  the  proportions  were  better  nailed  down.  I think  it  is  very  desirable  and  quite  possible  to 
do  that,  but  we  really  need  to  gather  some  information.  So  here  is  a proposal: 


An  1801-1807  Large  Cent  Survivorship  Project 


No  one  can  examine  a significant  part  of  these  cents  in  one  brief  project,  as  Sheldon  and  Breen  did  with  a thousand 
1 794's,  but  we  can  compile  reports  of  the  cents  we  see  and  attribute  over  the  course  of  a year  or  two.  We  are  dealing 
with  several  dates,  and  72  potential  varieties,  so  to  have  1000  cents  in  the  database  would  be  only  a good  start.  10,000 
would  be  better,  and  with  that  many  (possibly  3%  of  the  cent  population  of  those  years)  we  could  begin  to  draw  some 
rarity-rating  conclusions  with  the  statistical  firmness  which  Dr.  Sheldon  had  for  the  1794's! 

Send  me  a list  of  the  1801-1807  cents  you  see  and  attribute.  It  doesn't  matter  where  they  are.  Did  you  see  a couple 
of  S-276's  at  that  last  local  antiques  show?  An  S-260  at  the  flea  market  last  weekend?  How  about  those  boxes  with  a 
few  low-grade  cents  on  the  tables  at  your  local  coin  club  meeting?  The  shows,  small  and  large,  are  where  the  cents  will 
really  show  up.  Make  it  a habit — keep  a little  list,  and  send  it  in  every  so  often.  If  we  could  have  even  a few  dozen 
enthusiastic  cent-hunters  sending  in  data,  several  thousand  cents  could  be  accumulated  in  the  database  in  a couple  of 
years.  I could  report  1000  cents  myself  here  in  the  VA-PA-MD-DC  area  if  I had  a year  or  two  to  do  it.  Cents  in  copper 
dealers'  catalogs  could  also  go  into  the  information,  but  they  would  (I  hope)  be  only  a small  fraction  of  the  total.  They 
would  be  the  scarcer  coins,  on  the  average,  but  they  might  be  included  because  many  of  the  general  dealers'  stocks  arc 
of  disproportionately  lower-rarity  coins,  having  been  picked  over  by  copper  weenies  who  leave  the  common  cents  where 
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they  find  them  Cents  in  collections  should  NOT  be  included,  unless  the  collections  arc  general  ones  (date  or  t>pc  sets); 
the  rare  varieties  are  seriously  over-represented  in  most  copper  specialists'  holdings,  such  as  Sheldon  variety  sets. 

1 can  keep  the  records  and  make  occasional  reports,  preparing  the  way  for  some  conclusions  on  down  the  road.  The 
information  will  be  stored  in  a computer-based  format,  making  project  expansion  and  statistical  research  easy,  and  w'ill 
be  a\ailable  for  other  EAC  members  doing  coordinated  or  subsequent  research  projects  (as  well  as  published  in  P-W). 
The  general  objective,  or  course,  is  to  amass  enough  data  to  make  a numerical  analysis,  such  as  was  demonstrated  above, 
meaningful  Cent  collectors,  dealers,  and  students  could  end  up  with  both  proportional  and  (possibly)  numerical  evidence 
of  the  sur\  ivorship  of  the  1 80 1 -07  cents.  Some  of  the  guesswork  could  be  taken  out  of  cent  collecting — some  unpleasant 
surprises  could  be  avoided  in  the  future — paying  rare-cent  prices  could  be  made  less  of a gamble.  I believe  that  this 
is  important  for  all  of  us. 

Nothing  written  here  should  be  taken  either  as  dogmatic  or  as  set  in  concrete,  because  these  lines  of  reasoning  and 
analysis  are  frankly  experimental.  This  project  is  proposed  so  that  we  can  learn  more  about  the  old  cents,  and  I'm  asking 
for  your  help.  If  successful  or  encouraging,  the  project  could  be  extended  in  time  or  scope— imagine  a project  like  this 
for  the  1 798's!  EAC  members,  if  you  have  any  cent  attributions  to  report,  opinions  to  express  on  this  subject,  additional 
information  w hich  should  be  considered,  or  anything  to  suggest  which  you  feel  would  make  this  project  easier  or  more 
productive,  or  if  you  just  w'ant  to  exchange  ideas,  drop  me  a line.  I'll  consider  anything  you  have  to  say  (if  it's  polite), 
and  will  respond  to  all  the  correspondence  I can.  Just  think  of  the  goodies  you  might  discover  while  doing  these 
attnbutions.  Thanks  to  you  all,  and  good  hunting — and  send  me  a list!

MAKE  CHECK  PAYABLE  TO:  Early  American  Copper 
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LATE  DATE  CENT  UPDATE 


Bob  Grellman 


There  are  two  "new"  die  varieties  in  the  late  date  series.  Actually 
we  have  known  about  these  cents  for  a long  time,  but  we  have  mistaken 
them  for  die  states  of  other  varieties.  Fortunately  neither  of  the 
"new"  varieties  is  rare,  and  there  is  a good  chance  most  advanced 
collections  already  contain  examples  of  both.  The  new  varieties  are 
1842  N-3  and  1851  N-45. 

1842  N-3  This  variety  was  thought  to  be  a late  die  state  of  N-8 
with  the  lines  and  points  of  the  N-8  reverse  die  lapped  off,  so  it 
was  delisted  long  ago.  We  were  wrong.  Actually  the  reverse  die  of 
N-3  is  a later  state  of  the  1842  N-4  reverse.  A careful  study  of 
several  high  grade  examples  has  proven  that,  once  again,  Newcomb  was 
correct.  So,  the  1842  N-3  variety  has  the  obverse  of  1842  N-8, 
later,  with  the  reverse  of  1842  N-4,  later.  The  rarity  of  the  N-3  is 
probably  R-2+,  possibly  R-3,  but  it  is  not  rare  by  any  means.  All 
the  examples  of  N-8  I've  seen  have  at  least  a remnant  of  the  point  up 
to  right  from  the  right  top  of  N in  CENT.  All  the  N-3's  I've  seen 
have  no  trace  of  this  point  but  do  have  the  minor  die  marks  of  the 
late  N-4  reverse.  A Phoenix  has  risen. 

1851  N-45  This  variety  is  what  we  used  to  call  1851  N-5  with  the 
lump  on  the  base  of  E in  CENT.  As  with  the  1842  N-3,  a careful 
examination  of  some  high  grade  1851  N-5  cents  has  proven  it  comes 
with  two  different  reverse  dies.  The  reverse  die  was  changed  to  the 
one  with  the  lump  on  E before  the  second  obverse  die  crack  appeared 
and  possibly  before  the  first  crack  as  well.  So,  the  1851  N-5  has 
the  obverse  of  N-5,  early,  without  the  strong  lump  on  the  base  of  E 
in  CENT.  The  new  1851  N-45  has  the  obverse  of  N-5,  later,  with  the 
lump  on  E in  CENT.  Other  minor  die  marks  visible  on  high  grade 
examples  also  confirm  these  two  reverse  dies  are  indeed  different. 
Again,  this  is  not  a rare  variety,  probably  R-3. 

A late  date  cent  checklist,  prepared  by  Mac  MacDonald,  is  presented 
here  for  your  use.  It  is  an  updated,  revised  version  of  the  one 
originally  developed  by  J.R.  Frankenf ield.  Eventually  we  intend  to 
use  this  form  to  gather  information  for  a new  version  of  the  "Common 
Cents"  census  report.  For  now,  just  use  it  as  you  see  fit  to  help 
keep  track  of  your  collection. 

That's  all  for  this  report.  If  you  have  any  coins  or  information  of 
note  regarding  the  late  date  cents,  please  drop  me  a note.

N-8  and  N-27  are  the  two  most  interesting  varieties  for  1848. 
With  10  and  15  Die  States  respectively,  they  can  be  quite  a 
challenge.  I have  described  the  reverse  Die  only  to  ease  in 
identification.  The  only  rare  Die  State  is  N-27o,  this  surfaced 
at  EAC  94.  All  others  are  relatively  common.

THE  DEATH  OF  A DIE:  MARIS  46-e 
John  Lorenzo 


The  Maris  46-e  obverse  is  characterized  by  a long  curved  neck  of  the  horse's 
head,  a long  nose,  and  the  plow  beam  which  ends  under  the  letter  A of  Caesarea 
(Jersey;  Latin).  To  collectors  and  most  catalogers,  the  46-e  die  marriage  is  more 
interesting  for  the  die  clashing  of  the  reverse  shield  and  part  of  the  reverse  legend  in 
the  K-9  to  K-6  area  of  the  obverse,  in  the  field  slightly  above  the  rim.  Die  clashing 
occurred  when  no  planchet  was  manually  fed  into  the  screwpress  and  the  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  came  together.  On  higher  grade  specimens  the  die  clashing  can  be  easily 
observed  to  have  occurred  twice  (i.e.,  two  reverse  shield  impressions  are  observed  in 
all  die  states  of  this  Maris  variety).  This  article  will  explore  the  die  clashing^die  states 
and  the  eventual  die  deterioration  of  the  obverse  die.  Maris  46-e  planchets  were  small, 
compact  and  thick,  and  were  made  from  good  copper  properly  rolled  and  annealed 
before  striking,  making  even  low  grade  examples  display  a semi-gloss  surface  with 
considerable  sharpness  of  detail.  In  the  cataloging  of  the  John  Garrett  '80  collection. 
Lot:  1443,  we  observe  the  statement  that  the  date  is  obliterated  eventually  by  the 
clashing.  This  is  not  the  total  picture  with  46-e.  Due  to  the  combination  of  die 
clashing  and  slow  die  failure,  ten  distinct  die  states  have  been  observed  by  this  writer. 

I will  detail  each  of  these  ten  die  states  and,  when  possible,  provide  contemporary 
examples  by  plate  matching  with  my  own  specimens.  The  die  states  will  be  listed  as 
D-1  thru  D-10.  A most  common  example  in  large  cents  is  the  1831  N-12  example; 
the  die  progression  here  is  similar  since  a large  cud-like  break  slowly  engulfs  the  entire 
date  area. 
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DIE  STATE  1 (UNCLASHED  OBVERSE) 

No  double  reverse  shield  die  clashing  is  visible.  No  apparent  die  failure 
above  numerals.  IB  fully  struck  up.  No  break  to  first  A visible  from  rim.  Very 
rare  since  only  die  state  without  clashing.  None  plated  since  Spiro  Sale  (1  955). 
Die  crumbling  slightly  under  DM  begins  since  tips  of  denticles  are  broken. 

DIE  STATE  2 

Double  reverse  shield  die  clashing  appears.  Die  just  beginning  to  fail 
above  date,  but  all  numerals  still  full.  Reverse  motto  clash,  with  incuse  U and 
R plainly  visible  at  K-8  on  obverse.  Break  first  seen  from  rim  to  first  A.  The 
break  is  cud-like  during  the  first  half  of  the  distance  to  A,  crack-like  the 
remaining  distance. 

Plate  examples:  Shenkel-5462;  H.  Garrett-1391 

DIE  STATE  3 

Die  failure  above  date  progresses  downward  to  top  of  first  seven  and  the 
overall  direction  of  the  die  failure  in  the  date  area  will  be,  in  general,  in  a 
1 > 7 > 8 > 7 direction.  A full  cud-like  break  is  now  seen  from  the  rim  above  the 
first  A.  The  top  of  the  first  seven  begins  to  be  engulfed,  with  extensive  die 
sinking  in  the  area  leading  to  swelling  on  the  surface  of  the  struck  coins.

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DIE  STATE  4 


Entire  top  of  first  seven  and  top  of  1 engulfed  in  the  die  failure.  The  reverse 
I is  the  first  letter  beginning  to  show  sings  of  weakness  in  the  reverse  legend. 
Clashed  URI  of  reverse  motto  more  visible  than  on  D-2  at  K-8  (not  shown).

DIE  STATE  5 

Same  appearance  as  D-4  except  the  top  of  the  8 shows  signs  of  being  engulfed 
(i.e.,  top  loop  of  8 is  filled  in).

Die  failure  progressing  downward  to  middle  of  numeral  1 . URI  of  reverse  motto 
appear  incused  more  clearly  on  the  obverse  of  this  die  state  than  any  other.

DIE  STATE  7 

The  numeral  1 is  almost  entirely  engulfed;  only  the  vertical  stem  of  the  first 
seven  is  apparent,  and  the  top  of  eight  is  still  visible  but  filled  in  as  on  D-5.  The  top 
of  the  I in  PLURIBUS  is  starting  to  fade,  the  first  real  sign  of  the  I starting  to  fade  as 
a whole  letter.  Plate  examples:  H.  Garrett-1390;  Frontenac-1 80;  Oechsner-1 286

The  numeral  one  is  totally  engulfed,  but  the  vertical  stem  of  the  first  seven  remains.  The 
massive  die  failure  has  advanced  slightly  to  the  left  of  the  date  area.  Its  size  is  dramatic, 
extending  from  K-7-8  along  the  rim  to  engulfing  half  the  lower  plow  handle.

The  date  is  completely  engulfed.  On  the  reverse  only  the  bottom  stem  of  the 
I is  visible.  The  entire  B has  faded  but  is  still  distinct.  IB  is  opposite  the  date  area  on 
the  obverse,  hence  it  is  not  surprising  these  letters  are  part  of  the  reverse  motto 
failure.

From  the  IB  reverse  legend  failure  on  the  46-e  and  in  comparison  with  45-e  & 
47-e,  one  can  deduce  that  the  emission  sequence  of  obverses  45,  46  & 47  and 
reverse  e are  47e>46e>45e,  and  then  45d,  and  therefore  43d>44d>45d.

APPENDIX:  GRADING  FUGIO  CENTS 

The  grading  criteria  for  Fugio  cents  are  straight-forward,  however,  their 
application  to  any  particular  specimen  is  influenced  by  a host  of  factors:  poor 

planchet  preparation,  quality  of  strike,  and  the  use  of  dies  long  after  their  serviceable 
life,  among  others.  The  general  criteria  are  as  follows: 

GOOD 

Dial  Side:  All  major  design  elements  (sun  and  rays,  dial  and  base,  letters  and  date) 

will  mostly  be  outlined  against  the  field,  with  little  or  no  interior  detail 
visible. 

Ring  Side:  Rings  and  central  band  well  outlined  against  the  field.  Only  stray  letters 

on  the  band  will  show,  and  the  central  letters  (WE  ARE  ONE)  will  be 
weak. 


VERY  GOOD 

Dial  Side:  Interior  detail  of  design  elements  becomes  visible.  The  eyes  in  the  sun 

and  some  ray  detail  are  apparent.  Stray  numerals  on  dial,  with  a partial 
lower  baseline,  some  ornaments  on  the  bottom  of  the  base  are  visible. 
Letters  and  date  strong. 

Ring  Side:  Central  letters  still  weak,  and  most  band  letters  show,  though  weakly. 
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FINE 

Dial  Side;  Eyes  in  sun  easily  visible,  about  10-25  percent  of  ray  detail  visible. 

Numerals  on  dial  weak,  excepting  those  on  right  side  which  do  not 
show.  Lower  baseline  complete  with  partial  upper  baseline.  Most 
ornaments  on  base  show.  Some  cinquefoils  may  begin  to  show  detail. 

Ring  Side:  Most  band  letters  show  and  central  letters  strong.  In  some  cases  upper 

or  lower  cinquefoil  on  band  becomes  visible. 


VERY  FINE 

Dial  Side:  Sun's  detail  becomes  full  (eyes,  nose  and  mouth  distinct).  Detail  from 

tips  of  rays  reach  almost  to  sunface.  Numerals  on  dial  strong  excepting 
right  side  which  is  weak.  On  some  specific  varieties  right  side  numerals 
will  not  show  in  lower  VF  grade.  Upper  baseline  almost  complete,  with 
ornaments  beneath  showing  strong  detail,  with  the  exception  of  the  last 
ornament  on  the  right.  Most  cinquefoils  will  show  some  detail  in  upper 
VF  grade. 

Ring  Side:  All  letters  on  band  and  central  area  should  show  and  one  cinquefoil 

shows  fully  in  upper  VF  grade  (generally  the  cinquefoil  between  the 
letters  S and  U). 


EXTREMELY  FINE 

Dial  Side:  Virtually  complete  ray  detail  with  only  isolated  spots  of  weakness.  All 

numerals  on  dial  should  show,  with  ornaments  between  the  numerals  on 
the  right  side  of  the  dial  showing  weakly.  Both  base  lines  complete  and 
all  ornaments  below  show  strongly.  Most  cinquefoils  show  full  detail. 
Cross-hatching  in  the  letters  of  the  exergue  begin  to  show. 

In  the  lower  XF  grade  three  of  these  four  diagnostic  points  may  apply. 
Ring  Side:  All  letters  and  both  cinquefoils  show  strongly. 


The  above  grading  criteria  are  only  a general  description  of  the  wear  imparted 
to  the  detail  of  a Fugio  cent  in  the  grade  described.  In  grades  above  fine,  special 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  surfaces  of  the  coin. 


EPILOG 

With  this  issue  of  Penny-Wise  the  "Fugio  Files"  comes  to  an  end.  Of  course, 
during  the  time  that  the  update  '92  was  being  presented  a number  of  corrections, 
additions,  deletions  etc.  have  occurred.  I would  like  to  thank  those  that  have  already 
written  with  information  to  share,  and  I would  like  to  invite  those  others  that  have  a 
fascination  for  the  Fugio  cents  series  to  write. 

I would  like  to  begin  a tally  of  Fugios  by  variety  (and  die  state  if  possible)  in 
collectors'  cabinets.  The  tally  should  include  weights  in  grains,  diameter,  and  die  axis 
if  possible. 

I would  also  like  to  receive  any  other  information  that  changes  or  is  at  odds 
with  the  update  '92.  If  you  choose  to  participate  I promise  to  respect  your 
anonymity.  Because  of  this  research,  I sometimes  like  to  reference  specific  Fugios, 
for  one  reason  or  another.  Those  that  send  in  a listing  of  their  collection,  please 
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letter/number  combination  of  your  choice.  Of  course,  if  you  find  this  too  invasive  let 
me  know  and  I will  use  your  information  just  for  the  tally;  but  the  information  is 
important. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  those  that  have  sent  me  tallies  and 
information. 


NEW  JERSEY  COPPERS,  PART  16:  MARIS  42c 

John  Griffee 


The  'c'  reverse  appears  with  three  different  obverse  dies  and  all  three  have 
become  rare  combinations-41c,  42c  and  44c. 

Dr.  Maris,  in  his  1881  book,  A Historic  Sketch  of  the  Coins  of  New  Jerserv. 
said  the  42c  variety  was  "rare"  and  although  a lot  of  additional  42c's  have  been  found 
in  the  113  years  since  the  book  was  published,  it  is  still  a rare  coin,  though  maybe  not 
the  R6  past  numismatists  have  claimed. 

There  are  two  specific  features  of  the  'c'  reverse  that  set  it  apart  from  all  other 
reverses. 

The  'pales'  are  perpendicular  lines  or  stripes  on  the  shield.  They  are  generally 
arranged  in  groups  of  3 or  4 vertical  lines  with  six  sets  of  pales  per  shield.  The  'c' 
reverse  is  the  only  die  where  there  are  7 sets  of  pales. 

Also,  there  is  a die  break  on  the  shield  resulting  in  a small  dot-like  cud  or  round 
lump  of  metal  on  the  lower  left  side  near  the  first  star.  This  defect  is  on  every  42c 
and  41c  I have  ever  seen  in  peron  or  on  catalog  plates.  The  cud  always  seems  to  be 
the  same  size.  Why?  What  could  be  the  reason  why  there  were  not  additional  die 
cracks  or  deterioration  before  the  die  broke  or  became  unusable?  Any  comments? 

On  the  obverse,  you  should  look  at  auction  catalog  plates  of  high  quality  coins 
and  see  the  differences:  Stack's,  Foreman,  5/89,  41c,  lot  1389;  B & M,  Quartette, 
3/91,  42c,  lot  1377;  and  B & R,  Garrett,  10/80,  44c,  lot  1441.  On  42c  the  horse's 
ears  are  vertical  with  the  right  ear  directly  above  the  eye.  On  41c,  the  ears  are 
vertical  but  the  right  ear  is  slightly  left  of  the  eye,  whereas  on  44c  the  ears  are  leaning 
to  the  right  about  1 5 degrees  AND  the  right  ear  is  slightly  to  the  right  of  the  eye. 

The  plow  beams,  plow  handles  and  positioning  of  the  plow  handles  are  different 
on  all  three  die  varieties-just  one  of  the  things  that  make  New  Jersey  state  coinage 
collecting  so  interesting. 

Listed  below  are  all  the  42c's  in  auction  catalogs  I own  where  I do  not  know 
the  present  owner  or  location  of  the  coins.  If  you  own  one  of  these  coins,  or  know 
of  someone  who  does,  please  let  me  know.  The  greater  the  input  the  more  accurate 
the  condition  census  will  be.  A 'P'  means  the  coin  was  plated,  'L'  is  short  for  "Lot" 
and  'FPL'  is  "Fixed  Price  List".

ANSWER  TO  "WHERE  IS  THE  PLUG?" 

Between  the  points  immediately  to  the  right  of  star  number  seven  on  the  obverse, 
and  directly  under  the  crotch  of  the  ribbon  on  the  lower  reverse,  .06"  in  diameter. 
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A NEW  SPECIMEN  OF  1795  NC-3 
Mark  Poulin 


I wish  to  report  a new  discovery  of  a 1795  NC-3  I purchased  unattributed  at 
a Connecticut  flea  market. 

Approximately  the  bottom  third  of  the  obverse  is  slightly  raised  with  this 
effect  being  a little  more  pronounced  in  the  left  lower  field.  This  seems  consistent 
with  the  swelling  and  regrinding  Bill  Noyes  describes  for  some  examples  of  the  S- 
76b,  though  perhaps  more  so.  There  is  also  a die  crack  extending  from  about  6:45 
on  the  rim  to  the  hair— about  1/16  of  an  inch  left  of  the  anterior  margin  of  the  hair 
behind  the  lower  bust.  Except  for  the  top  half  of  the  5,  the  date  is  almost 
completely  invisible. 


The  reverse,  as  illustrated,  is  characterized  by  extensive  die  failure.  There  is 
heavy  sinking  along  the  borders  from  just  after  the  second  S in  STATES  to  O in 
OF.  Also,  from  R in  AMERICA  to  the  left  ribbon  end.  There  is  also  an  arc-like 
swelling  that  comes  down  from  the  top  of  the  coin  and  ends  rather  strongly  under 
AM  of  AMERICA.  Again,  this  seems  consistent  with  what  little  can  be  seen  on  the 
discovery  piece. 

As  far  as  assigning  a grade  to  the  coin,  I lean  toward  Good-4.  I think  that 
by  sharpness  the  coin  is  a couple  of  points  higher,  but  with  some  minor  defects. 

Del  Bland  has  graded  the  coin  as  AG-3.  It  is  still  the  FINEST  KNOWN  of  this  R8 
variety!

LAS  VEGAS  ON  A BUDGET:  RECOLLECTIONS  OF  THE  1994  EAC  CONVENTION

The  last  time  I attended  an  EAC  Convention  was  about  seven  years  ago.  Back 
then  you  could  buy  relatively  nice  Sheldon  large  cents  in  good  to  very  good  condition 
(depending  on  rarity)  for  under  $100.  However,  since  that  time  the  price  of  nice  large 
cents  has  really  gone  up.  Quite  frankly  I didn't  know  what  to  expect.  My  budget  for 
large  cents  is  rather  limited  and  I wasn't  sure  what  awaited  me.  Would  there  be 
anything  at  the  convention  that  I could  afford? 

You  see,  my  large  cent  collection  consists  mostly  of  well  worn  Sheldon 
varieties  and  admittedly  some  of  them  are  really  "scudzy."  (Although  I do  have  a few 
nice  ones.)  I get  real  thrill  out  of  scrounging  around  looking  for  large  cents  on  the 
verge  of  being  unattributable  and  identifying  them  correctly. 

So,  with  some  apprehension,  I made  my  way  through  the  glittering  lights  and 
slot  machines  of  the  Aladdin  Hotel  and  found  the  EAC  bourse.  Much  to  my  delight, 
you  still  can  buy  reasonable  looking  Sheldon  varieties  for  under  $100. 
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As  you  can  imagine,  one  of  the  high  points  of  my  day  was  coming  across  a 
plastic  bucket  of  large  cents  labeled  "$8  each."  Wow,  what  a bonanza.  Somewhere 
near  the  bottom  of  this  cache  was  a well  worn  large  cent.  LIBERTY  on  the  obverse 
was  completely  gone  and  only  an  outline  of  the  bust  remained.  Fortunately  about  2/3 
of  the  date  was  still  there.  On  the  reverse,  the  center  of  the  wreath  was  worn 
smooth  (die  swelling?),  but  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  was  still  faintly  visible. 

After  about  20  minutes  of  comparing  the  coin  with  the  photographs  in  Penny 
Whimsy.  I decided  that  it  had  to  be  an  S-196,  1800/179  overdate  (for  reasons  that 
are  now  obvious  to  me)  because  of  the  position  of  the  second  zero.  If  it  had  been  an 
S-194  or  S-195  there  would  have  been  no  way  of  telling  since  they  share  a common 
obverse  and  there  wouldn't  have  been  enough  of  the  reverse  left  to  make  a 
distinction.  Even  though  I own  an  S-196  (which  is  in  much  better  shape),  I bought 
the  coin  anyway.  The  price  was  right  and  I had  fun  attributing  it.  Perhaps  I reasoned 
that  I had  already  "invested"  too  much  time  and  effort  not  to  buy  it. 

Is  this  coin  collectable?  I guess  so.  It's  attributable;  but  just  barely.  How 
valuable  is  it?  Well,  that  all  depends  on  the  buyer.  I would  have  bought  it  without 
hesitation  for  $6  but  probably  not  $12.  Pretty  small  potatoes  when  you  consider  the 
hammer  price  of  some  of  the  coins  sold  at  the  Sale.  But  more  on  that  later. 

Which  brings  up  an  important  point  regarding  price.  It  doesn't  matter  whether 
you  spend  $20  or  $20,000  for  a coin,  you  need  to  feel  that  you  are  getting  a good 
value  for  your  money.  Otherwise,  every  time  you  look  at  that  "overpriced  coin"  you 
will  be  reminded  that  you  "paid  too  much"  whether  you  did  or  not. 

Besides  buying  a few  large  cents  I came  away  with  a few  other  nice  things. 

I bought  a copy  of  CQR  from  Jack  Robinson  (which  replaces  my  1 986  edition).  Chris 
McCawley,  who  got  me  started  in  the  first  place  by  selling  me  a copy  of  Penny 
Whimsy  in  1984,  gave  me  a nice  "three  headed"  commemorative  copper  medallion. 
The  observe  depicts  Washington,  Jefferson,  and  Franklin.  The  reverse  depicts  three 
large  cents. 

One  humorous  comment  overheard  while  wandering  the  bourse  compared 
collectors  to  "vacuum  cleaners."  I've  never  really  thought  of  myself  in  those  terms 
before,  but  I guess  in  a way  it's  true.  Once  coins  go  into  a collection  they  seldom 
come  back  out.  The  only  exception  to  this  "rule"  is  when  someone  auctions  off  their 
collection  or  upgrades  their  collection  and  swells  their  lower  grade  coins. 

I wish  I could  have  attended  all  of  the  educational  sessions,  but  the  ones  I did 
attend  were  quite  good.  Dennis  Loring's  session  on  grading  was  excellent.  Grading 
really  is  something  that  you  can  do  for  30  years  and  still  learn  something.  I like  his 
method  of  grading.  Instead  of  making  a snap  judgment,  he  determines  the  high  and 
low  grade  that  the  coin  "isn't"  and  then  narrows  the  grading  range.  For  example,  you 
wouldn't  grade  a coin  with  extremely  fine  detail  that  is  slightly  off-color  with  some 
surface  roughness  an  EF.  But  it  isn't  a Very  Good  either  because  it  has  strong 
features  and  isn't  dinged  or  scratched.  It  could  be  Very  Fine  but  that's  a bit  of  a 
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stretch.  It's  just  too  hard  to  be  comfortable  with  that  grade.  It  could  qualify  as  Fine 
but  it's  a little  nicer  than  that.  The  reverse  is  problem  free.  Now  we've  narrowed  the 
range.  The  most  likely  grade  is  probably  about  an  FI  5.  Looking  at  a lot  of  coins 
graded  by  experienced  EAC  members  helps.  After  you've  graded  and  compared 
grades  for  a while,  it  becomes  a "gut  feeling." 

Saturday  night  was  the  big  night  . . . Sale  Night!  This  year  the  sale  featured 
some  of  the  nicest  coins  I've  ever  seen.  One  of  the  many  privileges  of  being  an  EAC 
member  is  getting  the  chance  to  examine  these  beauties  before  they  find  new  homes. 

I would  have  liked  to  bid  on  some  of  these  coins  but  they  were  way  out  of  my 
price  range.  They  were  just  too  darn  nice.  Later  that  evening  I joined  the  appause 
with  the  sale  of  a spectacular  coin  that  sold  for  $20,000! 

Looking  around  the  room  during  the  sale  I didn't  see  many  people  bidding.  Only 
a select  few.  If  body  language  is  any  indication  of  mood  I'd  say  that  there  were  a lot 
of  people  who  would  have  liked  to  bid  on  something  but  there  was  nothing  in  their 
price  range  either.  Is  the  EAC  sale  turning  into  a "spectator  sport?" 

I suppose  if  I were  a serious  collector,  I wouldn't  want  to  waste  my  time 
waiting  for  the  "financially  challenged"  to  haggle  over  lower  grade  coins.  Perhaps  I'm 
being  overly  critical  and  shouldn't  cry  foul.  Actually,  there  were  quite  a few  nice 
coins  for  under  $100  in  the  late  dates.  I hope  that  the  sale  organizers  don't  push  the 
minimum  bid  up  too  high. 

In  retrospect,  my  trip  to  Las  Vegas  was  a Win-Win-Win  situation.  I got  to 
vacation  with  my  parents  (I  don't  get  to  see  them  very  often  and  they  always  did 
want  to  see  Las  vegas),  went  to  the  Hoover  Dam  (I'm  an  engineer),  enjoyed  a relaxing 
/ well  deserved  vacation,  and  attended  yet  another  EAC  convention. 

So  you  can  pick  up  where  you  left  off  and  there  still  are  nice  coins  out  there  for 
people  on  a budget.

SPECIAL  COMMENTARY:  ELITISM  IN  EARLY  COPPER 

David  L.  Palmer 


I feel  it  necessary  to  address  what  appears  to  be  a pervasive  attitude  within 
certain  factions  of  EAC.  It  is  an  attitude  that,  allowed  to  go  unchecked,  will  destroy 
an  organization  that  I believe  is  the  best  from  an  informational  and  social  point  of 
view. 


Let  me  say  first  that  I have  no  personal  vendettas  or  problems  with  any 
individual  who  belongs  to  EAC.  Most  everyone  has  been  kind  and  helpful  as  I have 
pursued  my  collecting  interests.  Those  that  haven't,  I don't  bother  with  — thank  the 
Good  Lord  they  are  miniscule  in  number.  As  I was  to  only  two  EAC  conventions  prior 
to  Las  Vegas,  I had  not  been  privy  to  a number  of  things  going  on,  but  read  P-W  with 
great  interest  each  time  it  arrives.  I have  spoken  to  many  "Fringe"  EAC'ers  over  the 
last  two  years  who  have  expressed  concern  over  the  direction  certain  individuals 
seem  to  be  trying  to  take  the  rest  of  us.  That  direction  is  the  "elitist"  attitude  that 
many  of  the  dealers  and  some  collectors  have  affected  recently. 

This  "elitist"  attitude  takes  the  form  of  dealers  paying  little  or  nothing  for  lower 
grade  cents,  even  rare  ones.  Worse  yet  is  the  "experts"  among  us  who  grade  so 
utterly  harshly  that  any  cent,  you,  the  great  unwashed  masses,  have  is  crap. 

In  my  limited  experience  of  14  years  (and  many  mistakes)  I have  bought  coins 
commercially  graded  VF-20  or  better  (no  rim  knocks,  porosity,  verdigris,  scratches 
etc.)  put  my  conservative  eye  to  it  - called  it  F-12  or  F-15  only  to  be  told  later  by 
some  self-appointed  expert  that  it  really  only  grades  VG-8.  When  I protest  they  say 
maybe  VG-10.  I am  reminded  of  an  incident  a number  of  years  ago  where  I bought 
a 1798  Large  cent  graded  by  a NON-EAC  dealer  as  "almost  XF".  I bought  it  for  just 
under  "Grey  Sheet"  VF.  It  turned  out  to  be  an  R5-I-  variety.  Needless  to  say  I was 
walking  on  air  for  about  a month  due  to  the  "cherry"  ("RIP"  as  NON-EAC'ERS  would 
call  it).  When  an  opportunity  presented  itself  for  me  to  be  in  the  same  room  with  (4) 
of  the  pre-eminent  names  in  copper  I seized  it  - partly  to  meet  these  men  I'd  only  read 
about,  partly  to  "learn  from  the  Masters"  and  partly  gloat  with  the  "big  boys"  that  I 
too  could  find  a "cherry". 

Imagine  how  dejected  I became  when  my  "cherry"  (my  grade  FI  5)  was  nit- 
picked  to  death  ("VG-8  at  best")  by  three  members  of  the  EAC  GRADING 
COMMITTEE.  Walter  Breen  saw  it  before  these  three  gentlemen,  congratulated  me 
on  "a  great  buy  on  a nice  early  cent":  quote  his,  emphasis  mine.  Had  WB  not  said 
that  first,  I might  have  quit  collecting  right  then  and  there  and  slunk  back  under  the 
rock  I crawled  out  from.  Thank  you  Walter. 

Fast  forward  to  1986  and  "The  Robbie  Brown  Sale"  comes  up.  As  I marvel  at 
all  the  lovely  cents  I know  I could  never  afford,  I notice  a 1798  cent  that  looks  like 
it  could  be  the  twin  sister  of  mine  (same  variety,  too).  I go  to  my  collection  to  make 
sure  mine  is  still  there;  it  is.  I compare  copper  to  photo  and  conclude  we  have  a 
match  (not  scientific,  but  effective).  I call  my  wife  in  (she  has  no  interest  in  copper 
and  has  been  trying  to  figure  out  what  my  problem  is)  and  ask  her  to  compare.  Surely 
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this  is  the  acid  test  (she  always  says  "you  paid  how  much  for  that  ugly  thing?").  For 
the  first  time  I can  remember,  she  says  "where  did  you  get  this  one?  It's  nice!"  She 
compares  the  two  and  concludes  they  are  both  nice!  I say  "do  we  have  a match?" 
She  says  "they  could  be  twins".  I finally  looked  at  the  description  and  RSB's  coin  is 
graded  FI  5!?!  I asked  other  EAC'ers  and  their  opinions  agreed,  and  yet  the  "Powers 
That  Be"  graded  mine  at  virtually  half  of  what  the  RSB  coin  was  graded.  By  the  way, 
the  other  opinions  included  two  people  who  saw  the  RSB  coin  "in  the  copper." 

There  are  a number  of  dealers  in  EAC  who  seem  to  want  to  cater  only  to  those 
with  a lot  of  money  to  spend  on  coins.  There  are  many  EAC'ers  that  have 
considerably  more  discretionary  capital  than  I.  After  much  discussion  with  others 
whom  I have  called  "Fringe"  EAC'ers,  I believe  that  the  "norm"  is  collecting  on  a 
budget.  Some  have  bigger  budgets.  Do  not  misunderstand;  I am  not  of  the  ilk  that 
begrudge  the  wealthy  among  us.  Three  cheers  to  REN  for  the  set  he  assembled  over 
time  with  much  love  and  patience!  I would  be  one  of  the  first  to  give  RSB  a standing 
ovation  for  assembling  a set  such  as  his,  not  once,  but  twice. 

What  I ^ resent,  is  the  attitude  that  they  are  the  only  customers  worth 
bothering  with  by  these  dealers. 

I have  painstakingly  assembled  the  best  set  i can  afford.  I've  made  some  smart 
buys  and  some  stupid  ones.  I have  stupidly  passed  on  a couple  of  coins  that  I will 
always  regret  not  buying.  Jim  Long  seems  to  be  the  only  dealer  who  caters  to  us 
"Fringe"  collectors.  Many  of  us  would  rather  nobody  see  our  collections  unless  they 
share  the  same  belief  that  any  coin  you  took  the  time  to  search  for,  spend  the  money 
on,  and  put  in  your  collection  is  worth  looking  at.  If  I can  afford  choice  VG*8  and 
someone  else  can  afford  MS-65,  and  someone  else  can  only  afford  Fair-2,  why  should 
they  be  looked  at  differently?  I question  the  motives  of  someone  who  does  this,  as 
I think  we  all  should. 

This  reminds  me  of  another  incident  that  took  place  at  a Maryland  show  a few 
years  ago.  I "cherried"  an  R5+  1796  large  cent  that  had  AU  detail  but  was  pitted 
(not  horribly).  Cherried  was  probably  not  correct,  as  the  NON-EAC  dealer  had  it 
attributed  properly  but  priced  incorrectly.  After  careful  study  and  checking  the 
attribution  I determined  that  the  piece  was  way  under-priced  at  $100.00  so  I bought 
it  (didn't  even  haggle).  Knowing  that  S-85  usually  comes  on  pitted  planchets,  I didn't 
have  a problem  with  the  piece.  To  find  an  S-85  in  FI  2 or  above  with  choice  color  and 
surfaces  would  be  worthy  of  a write-up  in  P-W.  in  my  experience.  Trying  to  be 
realistic  and  conservative,  especially  as  I had  the  monetary  room  to  be,  I graded  the 
piece  VG-8,  42  points  less  than  its  sharpness  grade.  I had  seen  only  one  that  was 
choice  for  the  grade  and  it  was  VG-1 0.  Therefore  I concluded  that  my  new  piece  was 
an  "average  VG-8"  per  Robinson  Copper  Quotes  or  better.  I showed  it  to  five  EAC 
dealers,  four  of  whom  told  me  I paid  "too  much"  or  "all  the  money"  for  it.  The  fifth 
dealer  said  "Want  to  sell  it?  I'll  give  you  $400.00  for  it".  Interestingly,  none  of  the 
dealers  looked  in  CQR  for  a number  on  which  to  base  their  opinions.  That  fifth  dealer 
hit  CQR  right  on  the  money  for  VG-8  Avg.  - He  would  not  have  offered  more  than  he 
felt  he  could  sell  it  for,  so  possibly  he  grades  it  a notch  above  VG-8.  Are  he  and  I 
crazy  and  the  four  dealers  right?  QR  the  other  way  around?  Do  they  know  how 
tough  it  is  to  find  a choice-for-the-grade  S-85?  Do  they  care?  QR  is  it  typical  for 
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them  to  downplay  something  I have  because  I'm  not  a name  in  EAC  --  certainly  not 
a name  associated  with  big  money? 

How  does  the  above  translate?  It  comes  down  to  collectors  of  lower  grade 
coins  wanting  to  sell  at  some  point,  whether  it  be  duplicates  or  front  line  pieces  and 
getting  less  than  they  shoud,  and  getting  discouraged  and  not  collecting  anymore. 
Many  of  these  people  are  not  yet  at  their  prime  earnings  age.  At  some  point  in  time, 
if  treated  properly,  they  will  have  more  discretionary  income.  Where  will  they  spend 
it?  With  dealers  that  pooh-poohed  everything  they  collected  previously,  or  with 
dealers  that  treated  them  like  the  valuable  customers  they  are?  So  far,  the 
informational  side  of  EAC  has  far  outweighed  the  negatives  of  the  elitism.  Will  that 
last?  I haven't  a clue.  I hope  it  will,  and  the  elitism  is  squashed  now,  before  it  further 
splinters  the  club. 

Maybe  my  additional  interest  in  Colonial  coin  collecting  has  led  me  to  be  more 
tolerant,  or  maybe  the  fact  that  I have  cherried  a couple  of  NC's  from  the  vast 
majority  of  large  cents  these  people  wouldn't  even  look  at,  let  alone  buy,  has  fostered 
this  attitude.  I would  like  to  own  nothing  but  choice  VF20  and  above,  but  I made  a 
decision  in  1 980  to  collect  the  Sheldon  series  by  die  variety.  In  looking  through  the 
census  information  available  then  and  now,  I realized  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  set 
that  goal,  as  there  are  a whole  bunch  of  varieties  not  available  or  even  known  to  exist 
in  so  high  a grade. 

I have  no  problem  whatever  having  a Fair-2  sit  right  next  to  a choice  VF20  in 
my  collection.  The  VF20  makes  the  Fair-2  all  the  more  ugly  until  I pick  it  up 
reexamine  what  it  is,  where,  why  and  how  much  I got  it  for.  If  I believe  it  was  one 
of  my  mistakes,  it  will  always  be  a thorn  in  my  side  until  I get  rid  of  it  (when  I can 
afford  a better  one). 

Until  that  time  it  is  MY  piece  of  crap  and  how  dare  you  put  it  down!? 

One  of  the  things  I got  from  reading  Pennv-Whimsv  was  that  each  of  these  little 
round  hunks  of  copper  has  a history  all  its  own  - each  one  is  unique!  Maybe  my  coin 
was  one  that  George  Washington  or  Thomas  Jefferson  held  or  spent  along  their  life's 
path  - Who  am  I to  say  it  is  not  worth  collecting  because  it  is  Basal  State? 

If  Jack  Beymer  felt  that  way  in  1979,  1795  NC-3  probably  would  have  been 
discovered  by  someone  not  quite  so  picky  or  worse,  never  discovered  at  all. 

To  you  large  cent  collectors  with  small  budgets,  HANG  IN  THERE!  The  pickings 
are  meager  at  best  at  shows  today,  but  a variety  collection  of  some  magnitude  can 
be  assembled,  even  today,  with  patience,  love  of  the  sport  of  the  hunt,  a little 
spending  cash,  perserverance,  and  a realistic  goal  to  collect  the  best  you  can  find  and 
afford.  Don't  let  others  tell  you  how  your  collection  should  be  assembled.  When  you 
go  to  sell,  try  to  find  a dealer  that  finds  a value  in  all  large  cents  - you  may  not  agree 
on  a price,  but  at  least  he  will  understand  and  appreciate  where  you  are  coming  from. 
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LARGE  CENT  GRADING  QUIZ

OK,  boys  and  girls  — sharpen  your  pencils,  its  time  for  a quiz! 

One  of  the  first  steps  in  writing  my  grading  book  was  to  have  my  coins 
graded  by  a few  experts  in  such  matters.  Well,  so  far,  one  of  them  has.  He 
is  well  known,  well  respected,  and  very  conservative! 

Then  it  occurred  to  me  it  would  be  fun  to  photograph  the  choicer  ones, 
set  them  out  in  the  pages  of  Pennv-Wise.  and  give  you  all  a quiz  on  grading 
them  — see  how  you  all  do  in  comparison  to  each  other  and  this  mystery 
person. 

So,  you  will  find  photos  of  41  obverses  and  37  reverses,  each 
numbered  Obv.  1,  Obv.  2,  Rev.  1,  Rev.  2,  etc,  and  a separate  sheet  at  the 
end  where  you  fill  in  your  answers,  your  name  if  you  want,  fold  the  paper 
as  marked  and  staple  shut,  grab  a stamp,  lick  and  place  in  the  appropriate 
spot,  and  walk  to  your  nearest  post  box  and  drop  it  therein.  Is  this  easy,  or 
what? 

I will  tabulate  your  answers,  figure  out  the  percentages  of  the  various 
grades  given  to  each  coin,  give  the  expert's  grades,  and  publish  it  in  the 
next  issue.  OK? 

Things  to  bear  in  mind: 

1 ) They  are  all  jumbled  up  and  not  in  type  or  grade  order  (well,  I didn't 
want  to  make  it  too  easy); 

2)  You  are  grading  the  sharpness,  do  not  subtract  for  rim  dings  or  other 
little  flaws; 

3)  Not  every  grade  is  represented  for  each  type; 

4)  There  may  be  more  than  one  photo  of  each  grade; 

5)  Do  not  subtract  5 points  cause  you  don't  own  it. 

6)  Have  fun! 
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Patron  Saint 


Over  the  years,  centdom  has  accorded  many  firsts.  These  include  Cogan's  popularizing 
auction  in  1858,  Levick's  photographic  plate  of  1793s  a decade  later  and  Crosby's  pioneering 
monograph  on  1793  published  in  the  AJN  in  1869.  If  asked  to  name  these  firsts,  most  EAC'ers 
would  score  100  percent. 

However,  if  asked  to  name  the  first  variety  collector  or  the  first  variety  collection  sold  at 
auction,  most  cent  enthusiasts  would  draw  a blank.  Ironically,  the  most  tradition-conscious  group 
within  all  of  U.S.  numismatics  has  been  missing  the  very  beginning  of  its  tradition. 

The  answer  to  one  question  and  perhaps  both  is  Dr.  T.  Larkin  Turner.  He  sold  his  entire 
collection  at  auction  on  February  14  and  15,  1866.  The  cents  alone  occupied  most  of  the  second 
day,  with  over  600  pieces  described  in  a staggering  395  lots.  For  sheer  numbers,  excepting  only 
the  disposition  of  hoards,  the  Turner  collection  was  not  matched  until  well  into  the  twentieth 
century. 

The  set  contained  a lull  run  of  dates  from  1793  to  1857  but,  then,  so  too  did  Cogan's  sale 
of  November,  1858.  The  difference  is  the  depth:  Larkin's  collection  contained  10  1793s  (four 
chains,  6 wreaths),  34  1794s,  six  1799s  (including  one  described  "not  entirely  uncirculated"  that 
fetched  a lavish  $16.00),  29  1800s  ands  so  forth. 

Because  the  cataloguing  is  terse,  one  could  argue  that  the  multiple  examples  of  one  date 
were  duplicates,  not  varieties.  However,  the  first  day  of  the  sale,  which  features  colonial  coppers, 
George  II  half  pennies  in  quantity,  store  cards  and  Canadian  tokens,  reveals  the  owner  as  an 
individual  blessed  with  abundant  curiosity.  The  nature  of  his  tastes  argues  against  his  being  a 
mere  filler  of  holes,  as  do  the  thirty  years  he  devoted  to  the  hobby.  If  EAC  would  like  to  have  a 
patron  saint,  Dr.  T.  Larkin  Turner  is  a reasonable  candidate  for  the  office. 

Why  has  it  taken  Dr.  Turner  so  long  to  file  his  claim?  The  auctioneer,  Samuel  Hatch,  was 
on  the  obscure  side  and  probably  slow  to  spend  his  own  money  on  excessive  printing.  In  20 
years,  we  have  encountered  only  three  copies  of  the  Turner  catalog  and  two  are  in  institutions. 
Fortunately,  one  of  these  two  is  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  where  it  is  freely  accessible 
and  will  amply  repay  the  curiosity  of  those  who  peruse  it. 
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SOME  OBSERVATIONS  REGARDING 
THE  BROBSTON  1800  "LIBEKTY"  HALF  CENT

According  to  Roger  Cohen,  Jr.^  Joseph  L.  Brobston  was  an  advanced  collector 
of  half  cents  from  Philadelphia  during  the  period  from  1920-1950.  Brobston's 
collection  contained  most  of  the  proof-only  dates  and  was  complete  in  the  varieties 
of  business-strike  half  cents  known  at  the  time.  One  of  the  prized  specimens  in 
Brobston's  collection,  according  to  Walter  Breen^,  was  an  1 800  half  cent  with  the  top 
of  R in  LIBERTY  missing. 

Although  Brobston  believed  his  coin  to  be  an  example  of  a second  1800 
obverse,  today  the  coin  is  recognized  as  only  an  unusual  specimen  of  the  only  1800 
variety,  the  result  of  a filled  die.  The  coin  was  sold  as  part  of  Brobston's  collection 
in  1963  by  Stack's  in  their  Fixed  Price  List  No.  69.  Thirty-odd  years  later  this  coin 
was  again  offered  for  public  sale,  this  time  by  Bowers  & Merena,  as  Lot  31  of  the 
Wally  Gilligan  collection^.  Both  sides  of  the  coin  are  plated  as  2X  enlargements  in  the 
sale  catalog. 

In  his  half  cent  encyclopedia^  Breen  lists  the  1 800  half  cent  as  two  subvarieties 
different  in  their  planchet  types.  Briefly,  1800  Breen-la  (B-la)  is  described  as  using 
spoiled  cents  as  planchet  stock.  B-la  exists  in  two  die  states:  State  I,  the  unrusted 
early  state,  and  State  II,  the  rusted  early  state.  Both  die  states  have  strong  full  dentils 
and  are  listed  as  extremely  rare,  with  B-la  listed  as  R-7.  The  other  subvariety  Breen- 
1b  (B-lb)  used  Boulton  & Watt  planchet  stock  in  its  preparation.  It  is  found  in  three 
die  states.  Die  state  III  is  characterized  by  weak  dentils  and  reverse  letters,  the  result 
of  regrinding  and  repolishing  both  dies  to  remove  rust  and  clash  marks.  Die  state  IV 
has  partial  rim  breaks,  or  crumbling  at  dentils,  and  the  final  die  state  V is  described 
as  having  continuous  rim  crumbling.  The  majority  of  survivors  are  from  the  later  die 
states  with  weak  dentils  and  reverse  letters.  This  subvariety  B-lb  is  common,  listed 
as  R-1 . 


Regarding  the  Brobston  coin,  there  appears  to  be  confusion  about  the  die  state, 
and  presumably  planchet  stock,  of  this  historic  half  cent.  Breen  described  it  as  a B-lb 
specimen  of  Die  State  lll^.  Mark  Borckardt,  a B & M cataloguer,  listed  the  coin  in  its 
recent  sale  (Lot  31)  as  subvariety  B-lb,  Die  State  II  or  IIP.  However,  he  also  noted 
"full  obverse  and  reverse  denticles.  The  reverse  die  file  mark  from  the  top  of  F in 
HALF  is  visible,  equivalent  to  Breen's  Die  State  2." 

I believe  that  neither  of  these  descriptions  of  Brobston's  1800  half  cent  are 
correct.  This  coin,  to  this  author's  eyes,  is  an  example  of  the  extremely  rare  Die  State 
I,  and  therefore  presumably  is  a B-la,  on  spoiled  cent  stock.  My  reasoning  is  as 
follows. 

The  coin  obviously  has  full  clear  dentils,  as  evidenced  by  the  enlarged  plates 
and  B & M's  cataloguer's  description  for  Lot  31^.  This  alone  should  eliminate  Die 
State  III  and  later  states  as  possibilities.  Furthermore,  all  the  reverse  letters,  including 
OF  are  sharp.  The  reverse  die  file  mark  from  the  top  of  F in  HALF  is  still  visible. 
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These  facts  indicate  that  neither  die  had  been  reground  or  repolished  when  this  coin  was 
minted.  Hence,  it  must  either  be  State  I or  II.  I should  mention  that  the  details  pointed 
out  by  Mark  Borckardt  in  his  B & M catalog  description  (full  denticles,  reverse  die  file 
marks  visible)  as  "equivalent  to  Breen's  Die  State  2"^  are  actually  part  of  Breen's 
description  of  Die  State  P,  the  unrusted  early  state,  not  State  II,  the  rusted  early  state 
(although  either  die  state  is  supported  by  these  characteristics). 

Since  the  Brobston  coin's  surfaces  are  not  entirely  original,  having  been  lightly 
burnished,  and  since  Breen's  description  of  the  coin  as  State  III  is  misleading,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  the  true  die  state  was  unclear.  There  is,  however,  another  way  to 
distinguish  between  these  die  states  that  has  not  yet  been  addressed.  As  Cohen  pointed 
out\  apparently,  the  reverse  die  was  prepared  quite  a bit  earlier  than  its  first  use  and  it 
was  allowed  to  rust.  Die  defects  that  appear  to  be  deep  rust  spots,  exist  on  the  reverse 
die  running  from  the  E in  UNITED  through  the  wreath  to  the  C in  CENT.  The  die  defect 
below  the  E in  UNITED  to  the  wreath  gradually  enlarges  from  State  I to  State  V.  This  is 
apparent  to  an  observer  studying  either  Cohen's  plates  for  the  Early,  Rusted,  and  Late 
States’,  or  Breen's  plate  coins  for  States  I,  II,  IV,  and  V^'“.  The  reverse  of  the  Brobston 
coin  matches  the  die  defect  shown  for  State  I! 

Finally,  the  weight  of  the  Brobston  coin  suggests  it  was  not  minted  on  Boulton 
stock.  Its  weight  of  87.6  grains^  is  substantially  heavier  than  the  82.5  grains  averaged 
by  1800  B-lb  specimens  struck  from  Boulton  planchets^.  The  Brobston  coin's  weight 
agrees  well  with  the  87.35  grains  of  Lot  96  from  the  Cohen  Sale^,  a 1800  State  I 
specimen  and  the  Early  State  plate  coin  in  Cohen's  book. 

In  conclusion,  observations  have  been  presented  that  the  Brobston  1800 
"LIBERTY"  half  cent  is  an  extremely  rare  State  I specimen,  presumably  minted  on  spoiled 
cent  stock.  It  should  therefore  be  properly  described  either  as  a Cohen-1,  Breen-1,  or 
Breen-1  a variety.  A final  speculation:  perhaps  few  specimens  with  the  filled  die  are 
known  because  they  are  a small  subset  of  a very  rare  die  state  rather  than  of  a common 
one.

At  one  of  our  local  coin  shows,  I found  this  nice  1824  N-2  cent  in  a 2 x 2 holder. 
A quick  check  with  CQR  showed  the  coin  priced  at  about  a VF-30,  when  the  cent  looked 
more  like  an  AU  piece  to  me.  The  dealer  took  my  lower  grade  1824  cent  in  trade,  plus 
cash.  I could  hardly  wait  to  get  home  to  check  the  coin  out  in  detail.  It  appeared  to  have 
been  cleaned  and  recolored,  but  I still  found  it  attractive.  I showed  the  coin  to  Don 
Hansen  of  the  Coin  Depot  in  San  Gabriel,  California;  he  took  a good  look  at  it  and  told  me 
the  coin  had  been  expertly  plugged.  I showed  the  coin  to  numerous  EAC  members  at 
Long  Beach,  Las  Vegas,  and  elsewhere,  with  only  a few  noticing  the  plug-even  after  I 
told  them  about  it.  I also  had  a verbal  opinion  from  ANACS  at  the  Long  beach  show, 
describing  the  coin  as  cleaned  and  retoned  with  no  mention  of  the  plug. 

Fred  Truex  and  Phil  Moore  both  told  me  they  had  seen  the  coin  on  a local  bid  board 
with  a hole  in  the  upper  portion.  I decided  to  take  the  coin  back  to  the  dealer  from  whom 
I had  purchased  it.  He  had  sold  the  coin  I had  traded  to  him  but  offered  me  a refund.  I 
decided  to  keep  the  coin  with  a partial  refund.  Look  at  the  pictures  taken  by  Bill  Noyes- 
can  you  find  the  plug?  It's  just  as  hard  to  locate  on  the  photos  as  on  the  coin.
